_ fascinated by the idea of the show. “I think 
_ it's the idea of a man/machine,” Lionel 
_ Siegel, the producer of the show said. '’Peo- 
_ ple today have a weird thing about ma- 
chines. They're fascinated by them and 
maybe a little afraid of them. Austin is like 
the perfect combination of a man and a 
machine. He's a person, so he cares, he’s 
brave, he’s reasonable. And like a machine, 
_ he can do all sorts of difficult things. He's 
powerful, fast, and strong.” 
Lee Majors is the lucky actor who gets to 


be this super super-hero every week. Before 
becoming Mr. Machine, he was on Owen 
Marshall, where he played a lawyer.

The REAL Six Million Dollar Men 


The robots are coming! The robots are 
coming! But you won't recognize them if you 
expect to see someone who looks like Lee 
Majors. The only place you'll ever see such 
a good-looking robot is in Hollywood. In 
movies, robots are tall, bubble-topped me- 
chanical men, whose insides whir as lights 


flicker on and off from the control panel in 
their chests. From a speaker buried some- 
where in all the gears and circuits, a voice 
will occasionally boom out, ‘Negative, it 
does not compute,” or some other bit of 
sparkling conversation. 

In science fiction stories, robots have got- 
ten a bad rep. Many people fear that some- 
day robots will take over the world, leaving 
humans out in the cold. However, scientists 
say that this won't happen. Machines are 
built by humans and can be controlled by 
humans. When the robots do arrive, they'll 
work for people, not against them. Wouldn't 
you like to have a robot servant to throw out 
the garbage and walk the dog? But hold on! 
You'll have to wait a while. Robots have still 
got a long way to go. 

There are many different kinds of mechan- 
ical men being worked on today. The six 
million dollar man is what the scientists 
call a cyborg. He's half man, half machine. 
Scientists have been working on ways to 
hook up mechanical limbs to people who 
have lost an arm or a leg. However, it is very 
difficult to connect real-life muscle and 
nerves to a piece of machinery. Still, as the 


use of artificial heart and lung machines be- 


comes more successful, the possibility of 
replacing human parts with machine parts, 
as inThe Six Million Dollar Man, becomes 
more real. 

The more commonly known robots are 
100% machine, with computer brains and 
complex mechanisms to coordinate their 
movements. You'd have no trouble telling 
the difference between Lee Majors and one 
of these “men” of steel. Their appearance 
depends on the job they must perform. For 
example, “Clyde the Claw” is a one-armed 
robot used for lifting and moving heavy ob- 
jects. Clyde has a seven-foot arm connected 
to a box-shaped base. His computer brain 
can memorize many different movements, 
allowing him to do many jobs for hours with- 
out getting tired. 
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At Walt Disney World there's another kind 
of robotlike creature. This one looks like Abe 
Lincoln. ‘“Audio-Animatronics” makes Lin- 
coln “come alive.” His body is capable of 
moving 47 different ways. He has 15 facial 
expressions, so when he speaks to you, he 
looks like “the real thing.” 

The Air Force has a robot called the Beetle 
that is a 25-foot giant. It tips the scale at a 
hefty 85 tons. It's such a heavy character 
that it must ride on tank treads: otherwise 
it would sink into the ground. Its two “arms” 
have incredible strength, but it can be gen- 
tle enough to pick up an egg without damag- 
ing the shell. What makes the Beetle differ- 
ent is that there is a person inside it who 
controls all the Beetle’s movements. 


Most robots will have a computer rather 
thana person controlling their movements. 
The coming improvements in robots will 
have to wait for better computers. So far, the 
only way to “talk” to a computer is to type 
out a message on a special teletype ma- 
chine. Scientists must invent a way to talk 
directly to a computer. In 2001, A Space 
Odyssey, the computer, HAL, could listen to 


any question and give his answer in sec- 
onds. Not only that, he could read lips! 

Scientists are also trying to hook up TV 
sensors and radio communication systems 
to give computers “eyes” and “ears.” At the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, a 
robot with a TV eye was taught to reach out 
and catch a ball. If they can teach it to throw 
and bat, major leaguers watch out! 

Space scientists too are working on robots. 
Robots could go deep into outer space and 
withstand the deadly radiation or poisonous 
gases that may exist on other planets. 

Someday you might have a robot wheel- 
ing around your house, making meals, 
mowing the lawn, or even cleaning your 
room. If its batteries ran low, it could easily 


plug itself into the nearest wall socket for 
an electrifying dinner. 

Whether or not robots do all these jobs will 
depend on whether people want them to. 
But one thing is for sure—robots will prob- 
ably be too expensive for most of us. In fact, 
they might be six million dollar men, after 
all!

One of the flashiest dressers on the rock 
and roll scene is Elton John. For one concert, 
he woreda floor-length cape over a bright yel- 
low tail jacket, purple tights, and a striped 
sweater. His trademark is his wild glasses. 
He carries a silver case with 60 pairs of 
them! And some cost as much as $500! Some 
are jeweled; others light up. One pair has 
giant letters that spell “Elton.” 

“My clothes kind of make up for lost time,” 
Elton said. ‘As a kid, I was much heavier. 
I couldn't wear the latest trends in clothes... 
Nothing fit. I wear tall platform shoes, be- 
cause I'm short, and I hate being short.” 

In the film Tommy, Elton gets a chance to 
be the tallest kid on the block. He wears plat- 
form shoes that are three feet tall. How do 
you get into three-foot platforms? (Don't say 
“carefully.’’) You climb a ladder and step 
down into them! 

Most of Elton‘s clothes are specially made 


for him. Some of his suits come from Nudie’s 
Rodeo Tailors in Hollywood. Nudie is the top 
tailor for the country music crowd, but lately 
he’s been doing clothes for rock stars too. He 
makes rhinestone suits and jeweled boots, 
suits with fringes—everything has flash. 

“T think a performer should wear a flashy 
outfit to be fair to the public,”” Nudie ex- 
plained. ‘’He shouldn't be wearing a sports 
coat like the people in the audience.” 

Rhinestones and flash have made Nudie a 
rich man. A suit at Nudie’s usually costs 
around $100, but some are as much as 
$1,500. The most expensive suit he ever 
made was for Elvis Presley—a gold tuxedo 
that cost $5,000! 

Another in-spot for the on-stage lot is 
Granny Takes a Trip. Granny's has stores 
in London, Hollywood, and New York that 
specialize in clothes for performers. 

“Everybody comes in here,’ Susan Boudet, 


je 
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who works at the New York Granny’s, told 
Dynamite. ‘The Rolling Stones, Sly Stone, 
everybody. The reason they like Granny's 
is that we'll make just about anything. 
We've made suits out of snake skin, zebra, 
leopard, anything you can think of. But if 
someone wants something out of a fur or 
skin, they have to bring the skin themselves. 

“Some rock stars will spend $500 on a suit 
and wear it out in one concert. The perform- 
ers move around a lot, and the guitars rub 
against the suits,’ Susan said. ‘By the end 
of the night they can destroy a whole suit.” 

Luckily Granny's does repairs too. “Once 
Peter Wolf of the J. Geils Band tore his suit 
just two hours before a concert. He brought 
ithere, but the seamstress had already gone 
home. So I had to sew it. It was made of a 
very tough elastic type fabric. It was hard, 
but we got it done, and luckily it stayed to- 
gether for the show!” 

Expensive clothes from Granny’s and 
Nudie’s help the stars set styles. But there is 
one group that sets styles without going to 
expensive stores—the Pointer Sisters. 

“When we were kids, we didn't have much 
money for clothes,” Anita Pointer said. ‘So 
we shopped at second-hand stores for funny 
wild clothes. Once Bonnie got sent home 
from school because she looked so funny. 
Today we wear the same kind of clothes, 
and fashion magazines write about how 
stylish we are!” 

Dan Hartman of the Edgar Winter Group 
is really into his music... literally. Yes, fans, 
Dan wears the one and only guitar suit. His 
suit is his guitar, complete with strings, con- 
trols, and everything. It was designed by 
Bill Witten who also designs some of Elton 
John's clothes. It only set Dan Hartman back 
$5,000. A small price to pay for the ultimate 
rock and roll put-on!

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King Kong Was A

The Scene: New York City. 


The Action: King Kong, a giant gorilla, the 
“Eighth Wonder of the World,” is climbing 
to the top of the Empire State Building. 
Clutched in one huge paw is the lovely Ann 
paee Darrow, played by Fay Wray. She is 
screaming her head off. Who can blame 
her? On the streets below, crowds of horri- 
fied citizens watch helplessly as Kong ad- 
vances to his goal. At the top, he puts Fay 
Wray down. Then he beats his huge chest 
and thunders a roar of rage and defiance. 
The scene is, of course, from King Kong— 
Pe a movie that's as popular now as it was 40 
| years ago when it was made. 
ee There has never been a movie monster 
like Kong. Not even Godzilla comes close. 
So it may be a shock to learn that Kong is 
not exactly the towering beast he seems to 
be on the screen. In fact, he’s far from it. 
Would you believe he's only 18 inches tall, 
and weighs in at a skimpy 10 pounds? The 
monster it took a squadron of fighter planes 
to blast off his perch is actually a shrimp— 
he’s just a small model. (Better not tell this to 
your little brother or sister. They might be 
too young for the hard truth.) Making this 
model seem so enormously real was one of 
the first and greatest uses of special effects 
in the movies. Special effects are what the 
movies use to convince us that what we are 
seeing on the screen is real. Violent storms, 
fires, volcanoes, Superman soaring through 
the air, monsters causing lots of trouble—you 
me it, special effects can make it happen. 
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How do they doit? A lot of itinvolves using 
models or small versions of big things: sky- 
scrapers, ocean liners, rocket ships, and in 
the case of King Kong, a small version of a 
super-sized ape. 

But Kong was no ordinary hobby store 
model. He was an artistic creation designed 
by Willis O'Brien, a special effects genius. 
Kong's steel skeleton was covered with solid 
rubber muscles. On top of this was a rabbit- 
fur covering. He could move and his face 
made several interesting expressions. In his 
model size, he'd make a nice pet. 

The movie also required other models. 
These included prehistoric animals like a 
brontosaurus, a tyrannosaurus, and several 
weird birds, which all lived on remote Skull 
Island where Kong was captured. 

Once the models were built, the movie 
was ready for the first step of filming. This 
meant putting the models into action in real- 
istic settings and backgrounds appropriate 
for spooky Skull Island. The action of the 
models was filmed. Then this movie was 
projected on a big screen while the human 
actors did their work in front of the screen. 
This was also filmed. The results look as if 
the huge beasts and frightened people are 
actually in the same place, instead of being 
in two separate movies. 

Not all the models were animals. There 
was also a miniature version of Fay Wray. 
When we see Fay in Kong's paw, itis really 
the miniature Miss Wray he is holding. Usu- 
ally, she has fainted from terror—which is 
convenient, since the model couldn't move. 
For close-ups, which required more action 
from her, the special effects team built a 
really giant-sized Kong paw. The real Fay 
Wray would climb into this paw. Settled in, 
she would kick and scream as if she were 
really being clutched by a monster. 

Along with the Kong-sized paw, O’Brien 
and his staff also built an enormous Kong 
foot—and also a head and shoulders. The 
head and shoulders piece was so big it took 
six men inside to work the controls to move 
it. Forty bearskins were needed to cover it. 


_ The giant head was used for closeups. 
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Creating Kong and getting him to work 
with live actors was just part of the problem 
faced by O’Brien and his staff. They also had 
to create some realistic sounds for him. No 


_one had ever made a sound movie about a 


huge ape, so the special effects team had 
to find something that sounded like Kong. 
For his roar, they decided to use a record of 
a lion's roar played backwards and at 
slower speed. For the chest beating, a micro- 
phone was placed on a man's back while a 
padded drumstick was tapped against his 
chest. The sound was linked to the image of 
the ape and the rest is history. 

Special effects people will go to almost 
any length to get the look they want. Cecil B. 
DeMille, one of Hollywood's greatest direc- 
tors, was once making a movie about a ship 
burning at sea. He got a model of the ship 
and a large tank of water. But he needed to 
show frantic people running around on the 
decks. Finally, someone in special effects 
thought of using June bugs with paper fig- 
ures of people pasted on their backs. Some- 
how, they managed to get the figures pasted 
on the June bugs. The boat was set on fire, 
and the June bugs let loose on the decks. 
Naturally the bugs ran around like mad, the 
cameras rolled, and DeMille had his scene 
—not to mention a lot of scorched bugs. 


Not all special effects are as far out as ' 


detailed models or June bugs. Sometimes 
they can be as ordinary as cornflakes. This 
is Hollywood's version of snow. Ground up 
and blown through a machine, cornflakes 
make a nice screen substitute for a blizzard. 
They don't melt—but they do crunch—and 
that's a problem for the sound department. 

Recent movies are going in for special ef- 
fects in a big way. The Poseidon Adventure 
is about a sinking ship which is flipped up- 
side down. So upside down sets were built. 
Earthquake will bring special effects off the 
screen and right into the theater itself. Along 
with floods, crumbling buildings, caved-in 
streets, and other disastrous spectacles, this 
movie will make use of something called 
Sensurround. This will cause the theater 
seats to actually vibrate so that the audience 
can really enjoy the earthquake. 

Special effects are magic work. They give 
us pictures that can scare, excite, move, or 
thrill us. It doesn't really matter that special 
effects are just a lot of tricks. Knowing that 
Kong is ad model doesn't change the way we 
feel about him. So what if he’s a little short in 
real life? It's the screen image that counts— 
and this is where Kong will always be King, 
thanks to special effects.

FASTEST IN THE WEST 


When most people think of the rodeo, they 
think of cowboys whipping around a corral 
on a bucking bronco, or wrestling a steer 
down to the ground. For many fans, the 
exciting action of the rodeo recalls the days 
of the old West, when cowboys roamed the 
plains with thundering herds of livestock. 

For the riders, the rodeo is more than just 
sport. To ride in any event requires a 
combination of outstanding horsemanship, 
strength, and a lot of courage. Hanging on 
to a galloping horse or a bronco doing its 
best to send the rider flying, is no small feat. 
The thrills don't come easy. Every cowboy 
and cowgirl knows that a good run can turn 
into a bad fall in a split second. 

Sounds like no place for a 13-year-old girl, 
right? 

Wrong! Debra Kay Robinson not only 
competes in the rodeo, but she’s one of its 
top riders. She was good enough when she 
was 12 to win the title of World Champion 
in the Barrel Race event. 

How does a girl from Winnsboro, Louisi- 
ana, get to be a champion rodeo rider? For 
a start, a good horse, a lot of practice, and 
skill might help. “I began riding six years 
ago,’ Debra Kay told Dynamite. ‘My father 
— was a calf roper in the rodeo until he got a 
_ bad leg injury. Then he had to quit riding. 
He encouraged me to compete. First I com- 
peted in the junior beauty pageants that 


= many rodeos have, but watching the other 


girls ride in the Barrel Race made me want 
to try it, too.” 


When she was 10 she did try barrel rac- 
ing. Although many girls had more riding 
experience, Debra Kay soon made up for 
lost time. When she won the finals in Al- 
buquerque, New Mexico, she edged out 
her nearest rival even though she had been 
in 25 fewer rodeos that year. 

Debra Kay doesn't like to brag about her 
winning record. When Dynamite asked her 
how she had done so well so quickly, she 
replied, ‘I just happened to have the talent, 
I guess.’ We guess so too. 

The cowgirls who compete in the Barrel 
Race are among the finest horsewomen in 
the world. Their horses have to be among 
the fastest as well, if they are to win. The 
race runs the full length of the arena. Three 
barrels are set up. The rider must ride com- 
pletely around each barrel before racing 
to the next one. It doesn't sound that hard, 
until you see how fast the horses run the 
course. 

Tension mounts as each rider waits her 
turn. Often the horses will become excited 
when they feel the riders on their backs, the 
signal that the race is on. Being watched by 
a thousand yelling rodeo fans makes Debra 
Kay alittle nervous, too. But like any athlete, 
when her turn comes, all she can hear is her 
heart pounding. 

One chance is all the girls get. When the 
buzzer sounds, the horse breaks out toward 
the first barrel. When the barrel is near, the 
rider pulls in the reins to signal the turn. 
Dirt flies as the horse’s hooves dig in. The 


q 


legs almost seem to buckle as both the horse 
and rider lean low into the turn. Only inches 
separate the barrel and the horse. If a barrel 
is knocked down, the rider gets a five second 
penalty which means an almost certain loss. 
As the rider completes her last turn, she 
urges the horse on toward the finish line at 
breakneck speed. The fastest time wins. 

The success of any rider depends a lot 
on the horse. Debra Kay is quick to give 
credit to her horse, a bay named Engle. 
“He's a quarter horse,” she explained. ‘‘He's 
bred for speed and turning ability. He cost 
us several thousand dollars.” A lot of money 
—but within the first year he and Debra Kay 
won more than that back in prize money. 
As long as they keep winning, Debra Kay 
will earn more money, enough to pay for 
college. 

At home on her father’s ranch, the life of 
a rodeo champion doesn't include skipping 
school. I only miss one day a week, when 
T have to travel to the weekend rodeos. Even 
then the books come with me,” she said. 

After school, Debra Kay spends a lot of 


time with her horse. ‘For an hour or two 
each day, I exercise Engle out in the open 
fields, to keep his legs strong. Bathing and 
feeding him, and cleaning his stall take up 
a lot of time,’’ she said. 

“Her room may go uncleaned, but not 
Engle,’ Debra Kay's mother added. 

The rodeo is a way of life for many people. 
They say it runs in the blood. Debra Kay's 
10-year-old brother, George, is hoping to 
compete someday as a bareback rider or 
a calf roper, like his father. Right now he 
practices on a “bucking barrel.” That's a 
barrel set up on springs and pulled back 
and forth by ropes to give the feeling of a 
rough ride on a bull or bronco. 

What's left for Debra Kay now that she’s 
already a world champion rodeo rider at 
13? More competition. Debra Kay has made 
friends all over the country at different 
rodeos she has competed in. But on the field, 
the friends become rivals who want to win. 
Like the gunfighters of the old West, every- 
one wants to beat the champ. 
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There's nothing wrong with being lett. 
That means left can be right, right? But ask 
any left-handers and they'll tell you thateven 
though left may be right, it isn't always easy!

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The 6-4 guard for the New York Knicker- 
bockers jumps high, shoots sharp, and is 
murder on defense. What's his secret? 
“Practice,"’ says Walt. “I worked hard to be 
on top.” 

Walt Frazier’s basketball career began 
in the schoolyards of Atlanta, Georgia. He 
started playing when he was 10 years old. 
“... remember trying to dribble,”’” Walt told 
Dynamite. “The ball would be bouncing 
this way and that way and off the rocks and 
pebbles. Then, maybe it would bounce 
crazy and hit me in the nose... . And you'd 
have to be a magician to dribble the ball on 
that court when it rained. 

“T was a homebody when I was a kid. I 
was shy. In high school I'd go to dances and 
I'd be a wallflower. One reason is that when 
I tried to dance in my house, my sisters (all 
seven of them) would giggle and say, 
“What's he doin?’” 


Dancing is not what made Walt Frazier 
famous at Atlanta's David T. Howard High 
School. He starred as a slick playmaker on 
the court, a rough and ready quarterback, 
and a skilled catcher on the baseball field. 
Then, as a college student, he was a top 
scorer for Southern Illinois University. His 
moves won so many raves, he was a num- 
ber one draft choice. That was in 1967. 

If you're a sports fan, you know the rest. 
Trick passing, ball stealing, defense, and 
scoring have made “Clyde” a household 
word. The record books tell why: he’s a con- 
sistent 20-plus scorer; he has a field goal 
percentage of well over .500; he holds the 
record in Knick assists. In 1970 and 1973, 
Frazier helped his team win the National 
Basketball Association championship. 

His style on the court is the talk of the 
town. ‘'Clyde’s hands are so fast,” says one 
man, “he can strip a car while it’s going 60 
miles an hour!” 

Fans say, “On or off the court Clyde's 
cool!” His way of dressing is one reason. (He 
got his nickname because his big hats were 
like the ones Warren Beatty wore in the 
movie Bonnie and Clyde.) “I like to look 
dazzling,"’ says Clyde modestly. He lives in 
an apartment in New York which is filled 
with closets—the closets are filled with 
clothes. What's more, Frazier drives a very 
expensive car. It's a Rolls Royce. Some peo- 
ple call it the “Clydemobile.” 

What tips can Frazier pass on to Dynamite 
readers? If you want to improve your game 
you should do these things,” Clyde told 
Dynamite. 

e ‘Try tobe acomplete player. Learn how 
to do a little of everything— shoot, 
guard, pass, rebound. 

e “Work on defense. It's mostly footwork.
